P'art J I, Section 3, Sub¬ 
section (i), dated the 25th July, 1991, inviting objections and 
mggesioi.’j from all persons likely lo be atfeccd thereby till 
the expiry of a period of sixty days from the date on which 
the Gazette copies of the said notification were made avail¬ 
able to the public; 

And, whereas, t.hc copies of the said Gazette were made 
available to the public on the 16th September. 1991; 

And. whereas, the objections and suggestions received from 
the public on the said draft rules have been considered by 
the Ccnral Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of section 23 of the said Act, the Central 
Govrnmcnt, after consultation with the Central Com¬ 
mittee for Food Standards, hereby makes the following 
rules, further to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
Rulu,.

RULES 

1 (1) These rules nv.ty be called Ihe Prevention of Food 
Adulteration (Fourth Amendment) Rules, 1992. 

(2) They shall come into force after six months from 
the date of their publication in the Official Gazette, 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955,— 
(1) in Appendix B,— 

(rt) after item A.l 1.02.08, the following item shall be 

inserted, namely:— 

“A. 11.02.08.01—“Dried Ice Cream Mix” shall he the 
material prepared by spray or roler drying of 
ice-cream mix It shall contain milk solids, suc¬ 
rose or corn syrup or relined sugar. It may con¬ 
tain pennited colours and flavours. It may con¬ 
tain stabiliscis and emusifiers not exceeding 1.25 
percent by weight. The product shall contain not 
less than 27.0 percent milk fat and 9.5 peicenl 
protein and moisture shall nol be more than 4 
percent by weight. The sucrose content shall be 
not more than 40 per cent, bv weight . 

It shall be packed in hermetically sealed clean sound 
containers", 

(b) in item All.02.14. after the proviso, the following 
proviso shal be added, namely :— 

"Provided furher that if the spray dried milk powder 
meant for reconstitution into liquid milk and not 
for direct contitmiption and packed in above 
manner, cannot be stored at 20 degree centigrade, 
such product shall not conain moisture more than 
3.5 per cent, by weight and shall be clearly label¬ 
led as "To he used within five months from the 
date of packing” and "Not for direct consump¬ 
tion”. 

(c) after item A.11.U2.22, Ihe following item shall be 

inserted, namely:— 

"A.l 1.02.23—Yoghurt means a coagulated product 
obtained from toned milk, pasteurised or boiler 
milk by lactic acid fermentation through l.actoba- 
cillus hulgaricus and Streptococcus thcrmophilus.
